A Proclamation concerning Fines for Alienations of Lands 
holden in Chiefe, made without Record. 


N= Hereas it is acxnovvledged by all men (as it muſt needes 


N ve) that Fines fo Alienations ot Lands holden in Chiefe, are of right due vnto 
Ge As and dur Crowne, as one ot the moſt Ancient, Juſt, and Nopal reuenues be⸗ 
| N PEA longing to the ſame ;And yet it is as well knowen, that Lands of that nature 
SQ A VE | hane been, and are often Aliened by Feoffements,Grantsof Reuerſions,wils, 
Vat Exchanges, Couenants, and other like Conueiantes made without Recozd , foz 
which no Fines are anſwered, only becauſe the Conetancesare not of Recozd, #therfoze cannot tome 
(Without great charge)to the knowledge ofour Officers,to whole care the ſanie doth appertaine,but 
are wilkully, and againſt conſcience by the Purchaſers hidden and concealed, whereas Fines are as 
well due in that caſe,as if the ſame Connetances were of Kecoꝛd, and are acco:dingly required payd 
without exception, whereloener they are diſtouered: In which relpect,there was about a pere paſt, 
in diuers Counties a courſe taken, as wel to finde out ſuch Alienations without Recozd by Commiſſi⸗ 
ons of enquirp, and other lawfull meanes, as allo to require and take ſuch Fines as ſhould be found 
due attoꝛding to the lawe, of all thoſe that ſhould appeare to be liable to the ſame Fines, 
Foꝛalmuch as we haue euer bene enclined to vle grace and fauour, rather then ſeuerity, euen in thole 


things which all men knowe to be moſt clearly due to Us, as in this taſe amongſt others, wherein 


no man tan challenge any exemption in courſe of Juſtice from payment of a full yeeres value of the 


Lands ſo Aliened eſpetially being ſuch as haue ſo ill deſerued any fauour at our hands, from whom 
they haue ſo long withheld our Due, and meant ſtill to doe, vnleſſe they ſhould be by ſome extraoꝛdi⸗ 
nary care and charge layed open t diſcouered, we haue been pleaſed e notwithſtanding all their fozmer 
tourſes, ſo farre to the pꝛeiudite of Us in our iuſt Dueties and Demaunds) both to make ſtay of execu⸗ 
tion of all and euery of tholſe Commiſſions, and other enquiries fozmerly ſent out, whereot the charge 
and diſquiet would fall heauily vpon our Subtects : and haue alſo reſolued by this our gratious Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation to make knowen to all thoſe who know themlelnes anlwerable foꝛ any ſuch fines, that we 
will be content out of our pzincely fauour to fozbeare thoſe meanes which will eaſily diſcouer trueth, 
and remit vnto them the greater part of our Fines,accozdingto the Articles hereunto annexed, Pꝛo⸗ 
uided alwayes,that they ſhall willingly and dutifully pay the reſt ofthat which we ſhall not foꝛgiue, 
fo: our owne pꝛoper vle into the Office of Alienations, where our Miniſters wil be ready to giue them 
a diſcharge vpon reteit thereof. 

Of which great fauour,eale # benefif,though we are well perſwaded that moſt of our louing Sub- 
tects, as well in diſcretion as in duety, will be glad to take hold, and to yee!d Us a grateful acceptation; 
neuertheleſſe, becauſe Mee haue had good erperience that many perſons are moꝛe apt to ſhew them 


ſelues backward in taking hold of grace and fanour, when the lame is offered, then otherwiſe, Wee 


finde it likewiſe neceſſary foꝛ Us in caſes of this nature (where by Fraud and Couine our ancient 
Rights are ſought to be concealed oz extinguiſhed by the pꝛactiſe ol pꝛiuate men, oꝛ are omitted oꝛ neg⸗ 
lected by thoſe that ſhould ſearch after things of that nature) to declare hereby, that whoſoener ſhall 
not offer himlelfe to make ſuch ſatiſfaction as is expꝛeſſed in the Articles hereafter mentioned, befoze 


the end ofHillary Terme next, at the furtheſt, muſt not expect any further fauour at our hands, then 
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thatwhichth ey may challenge bythe tourſe of our Lawes, which no man tan bind vs to mitigate 


further then he ſhould deſerue, oꝛ we ſhall be diſpoſed to doe out of our inward clementie, which Pꝛin⸗ 


tes ſeldome ble, when wilfally the ſame is not accepted, actoꝛding to that grace and bounty wherwith 


it is offered. 


Giuen vnder our hand at our Honour of Hampton Court the firſt day of October, in 
the ſixt yeere of our Reigne of great Britaine, France and Ireland.

The Articles in this Proclamation mentioned. 


I O Fines ſhalbe required foꝛ Altenations without retoꝛd, but where thoſeAlienations were 
| N made lithence the fourteenth yeere ofthe late Queene El:zabeth. 


2 He Fines foꝛ Alienations of Eſtates ofinheritance paſt, ſhalbe foꝛ ſuch as tome in, and offer 
Compoſition vpon this Pꝛoclamation, but a third part of the peeres value : But ik they 
come not in betweene the date of this Pꝛoclamation, and the end of Hillie Terme next, then 

to pay, (as by Law they ought) the peeres value. 


3 Nd fo2 A'tenations of Eſtates foꝛ liues paſt, the Fines ſhalbe the fourth part onely of the 
A peeres value, if they yeeld themſelues voluntarily within the time afozeſaid , Oz otherwiſe 
to pay the whole yeeres value, As in the caſe of Eſtates of Inheritance, the Law making 

no difference in thele Cales. 


4 Pon Alienations of Eſtates of Inheritante that ſhall be made hereafter without Recozd, 
there ſhall be payed but two parts of the thꝛee, of ſo much as ſhall bee due by Law, in ſuch 
Caſes both vpon Pardons and Licenles, if the parties themſelues within foure moneths 

after ſuch Alienations made, (hail firſt diſtouer the ſame, and offer Compoſition at our Office of 


Altenations, | 


5 Pon Eſtates fo? Lines that ſhalbe made hereafter without Reco2d,there ſhalbe payd wy 
V Licenſes and Pardons both, but the halfe of that, that by Law ought to bee payd in ſuch 
Caſes it the parties themſelues diſcouer the ſame, and offer Compoſition within the foure 


moneths as afozelaid, 
6 ＋ he baluation of Lands in theſe Caſes, ſhall not be made accoꝛding to the very value, but as 


is bſed in the Office of Alienations, where theſe Alienations ſhall be oꝛdered as all others 
are: And therekoze foꝛ inſtruction in that behalfe, it will be neceſſary that the Conuepantes 


be bꝛought and ſhewed to the Officers there. 


7 T © Fine at all ſhall bee required vpon Alienation of Eſtates foꝛ life oꝛ liues paſt, where the 
N Eſtate is ended without fraud. 


3 Uch as ſhall pay their Compoſition foꝛ Alienations paſt, ſhall haue this eaſe in paſſing of 
their Pardons, that many may be ioyned in a Pardon, and pay among them but the charge of 
one Pardon, and the ſame charge ſhalbe no moꝛe then the charge was fo: the Pardons gran⸗ 

ted vpon the Coꝛonation. 


9 Uch as ſhall pay their Compoſition in ſuch Caſe foꝛ the time paſt, ſhall not bee compelled fo 
8 plead their Conueyance in the Exchequer at large, as the ble is. 


C They that ſhall compound, ſhall not need to appeare in perſon, but may take oꝛder by Attoꝛ⸗ 
neys oꝛ Solititoꝛs to diſpatch that buſineſſein the Terme time at the Office of Alienations, 
where they ſhall finde the Officers ready to giue them diſpatch.
